Around 4000 persons are engaged in this trade and they are 
from the low income group and earn their daily bread from this 
trade. Considering the risk involved in this trade due to 
accidents, etc. and to provide them and their families financial 
and other assistance for their overall welfare , the proposal is to 
have a Fund administered by a Board constituted under the Act.
